TAMMANY EXPECTS VICTORY. 
(PY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—P.M.1 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—With every 
indication of a close struggle tomor- 
row, the eve of the battle finds the 
leaders of Fusion and Tammeny loud 
in their predictions of an overwhelming 
triumph. Se confident is Charlies F. 
Murphy in his estimate of 100,000 piu- 
rality for McClellan, based on the re- 
ports of his district leaders, that to- 
night he published orders to go ahead 
with the’ preparations for a rousing 
celebration of the victory. The esti- 
mate of John J. Delaney, McClellan's 
personal campaign manager, places the 
plurality at 85,300, being 73.000 in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx, 5000 in Brook- 
lyn, 5600 in Queens and 1800 in Rich- 
mond. 

While abating nothing in confidence, 
the Fusionist leaders claim no more 
than 30,000 plurality for Low, although 
it is said that their closest estimates 
point to a majority of about half that 
figure.

THE “MATTER KING.” 


Talk on the Properties of Oxygen and 
Novel Experiments Entertain Academy 
of Sciences’ Session. 
At the meeting ef the Academy of 
Beience last night at the Woman's 
Club House on South Figueroa street, 
Dr. William M. Frisbee of New York 
gave an instructive and entertaining 
lecture on “The Chemistry and Prop- 
‘erties of Oxygen.” His address was !!- 
lustrated with many experiments, some 
of them of a striking character. Dr. 
Frisbee terms oxygen “the Matter 
King,” and declared that there is no 
element so abundant on the face of 
the earth as oxygen gas, as by actual 
ao eight-ninths of the entire ocean 
is composed of thiselement. The speak- 
er showed with a series of experiments 
the affinities of the various chemical 
substances for oxygen. An interesting 


speaker demonstrated the amount of 
heat im the atmosphere by igniting tin- 
der through compressing air in a tube 
with a piston, something on the style 
of the juvenile pop-gun. The oxygen 
gaa taken from the air was made to 
consume iron and steel, and many 
novel effects were produced. 

Dr. Frisbee been lecturing in 
New York under the auspices of the 
Roard of Education, which provides for 
& series of popular lectures for the 
iypeople during each school year. 
’ Through this plan there have been 
delivered over 1500 lectures on the

OL. G. J. GRIFFITH narrowly es-| 

caped the humiliation of being 

locked up in jail last night at the | 
end pf his preliminary examination | 
in Jurtice Chambers's court. 

When the order had been 
bolding him over for trial in 
Superior Court for attempted 

rder, there was an awfu! 
What could they do with him? It 
Was too late to get bondsmen that 
afternoon. Deputy Sheriff Longfellow 
lingered in uncomfortable proximity. 

“Do you think you. have this man 
under arrest?” Attorney Silent asked 
bim. 

“Bet your life. I know it,” 
Longfellow cheerfulivy. 

' “What are you going to do with 
him?” 

“The only thing I know of to do

pat the County Hoepital, while the wom- 


an languishes in the County Jail, 
awaiting the outcome of his injuries. 
The next twenty-four hours may tell 
whether she will be tried for murder 
assault to kill. 
The physicians and nurses at the hos- 
pital Jast night pronounced Carter's 
condition very critical. Pieces of splin- 
tered bone have been removed from 
his leg and the remaining portions 
hitched together and his fiesh wounds 
dressed. Amputation of the leg will 
not be necessary unless blood poisoning 
or gangrene agts In. The sufferings of 
the man havé been intense, and the 
chances for recovery are against him. 
The doctors said last night that they 
had hopes of pulling him through. buc 
would not be able to tell before today 
whether there was any probability of 
his survival beyond a few days. 
Carter had sufficiently recovered yes- 
terday afternoon to make a statement 
about the shooting, but he was still 
suifering from nausea, and informatica 
could off be drawn from him in a 
fragmentary way. Deputy District At- 
tornéy Allen and the stenographer of 
the trict Attorney's office went’ to 
the hospital after noon to take an ante- 
mortent statement In case the victim 
of the tragedy should die. Carter was 
willing enough to taik, but his suffer- 
ings were such that it was difficult for 
him to make a detailed or connected 
statement. He said enough, however, 
to completely contradict the aceount of 
shooting given by Mre. Carter. 
He denied taat he had been drink- 
ing, and asserted that Instead of ca- 
rousing he simply went to Monrovia 
and thence to Azusa to get his hair 
cut. When he returned to his camp 
about. 9 o'clock Sunday morning, he 
said. Mrs. Carter met him at the door 
of the tent with a vile epithet and a 
shotgun and said she was going to kill 
him. He pickei ~» the baby and 
walked away and was just 


in the act of y¥. Ye nfant down 
when she ‘rigger and shet 
him in the leg. 

Carter admitt that he and the 
woman had freq tly quarreled be- 
cause. he asserted. she was not true 


to him. but maintained illicit relations 
with other men. Some man in Les 
Angeles kept writing to her to leave 
Carter and come to — and she often 
went to Los Angeles and stayed all 
night. She wanted to leave and take 
the baby with her, but he would not 
permit that, as he loved the child and 
was determined to keep it if she went 
away to live with some other man. 
She often threatened to kill him, and/ 
once bought a revolver for that pur- 
pose. Lately she threatened him wittt 
the shotgun and last Sunday deliber- 
ately let him have the contents of the 
weapon. 

Although Carter Is possibly on his 
deathbed, his statements are not given 
absolute credence. He denies that he 


had been drinking and declares he was — 


not a drinking man. But the hospital 
attendants say he has all the symp- 
toms of having been drinking heavily. 
He may have aad grounds for jeal- 
ousy, but it is apparent that the wome . 
an was more In terror of him than he 
of her. She still expressed great peni- 
tence that she shot him, and reiterates 


that she was obliged to do it In order 
to save herself from a severe beating

Todd said that Davenport's point was 
Well taken, and that he could not 
vote for the ordinance in its present 
form. Todd found so much fault with 
the ordinance that Nofziger remarked 
that from the arguments of the mem- 
ber from the Eighth, he should pre- 
sume that the people who favored 
prize fights must favor the ordinance.

that the prize 
fighting was a public disgrace. In the 
name of the pulpit and the press, 


which, he~ declared, represented the 
people, he asked the Council to sign 
the death warrant of the unholy prac- 
tice af prize fighting. 

Speaking for every church in South- 
ern California, Dr. E. 8. Chapman de- 
clared that the prise fight should be 
utterly and forever banished from the 
city. He said that in‘his travels he 
had heard many ask why it was that 
every brutal prize fight that would 
not be tolerated in other cities of the 
country must come to California. 
“Pass this ordinance.” declared Dr. 
Chapman, “not alone for these rea- 
sons buat that you and you and you,” 
pointing his index finger at the Coun- 
cilmen, “may enroll your names as 
having done it. Most certainly a law 
will be passed prohibiting prize fight- 
ing In Los Angles. Public sentiment 
beats high and will never rest until 
the bam has been put on brutal prize 
fighting.” 

Rev. John L. Pitner applied the white 
light of reason to the discussion. He 
argued that the prize fight was not a 
constructive affair, that it benefited 
no ene, produced no wealth and that 
no prise fighter had ever done any- 
thing for the citizenship of the coun- 
try. 

“Gladstone sald ‘governments ought 
to make it hard for a man to go wrong 
and easy for him to do right.’ This 
ordinance should be passed and the 
time is coming when those who care 
nothing for the welfare of the com- 
munity will go down into the opaque 
puddle of oblivion.” 

J. O. Koepfii, president of the Mu- 
nicipal League, then urged the Coun- 
cil to pass the ordinance in a short 
speech. He said-prize fighting was a 
blemish to the city and attracted an

In the 
case of social clubs such sham crgan- 
izations have met with rebuffs in the 
courts.

MUST SPRINKLE. 
ORDINANCE ADOPTED. 

The ordinance requiring the street- 
railway companies to sprinkle that 
portion of the street covered by their 
franchise was passed by the Council 
yesterday by a vote of 6 to 3. The poll 
was just the same as on the prize-figat- 
ing ordinance, Davenport, Kern and 
Todd voting against the measure, and 
the other six Councilmen for it, 

No attempt to defeat the ordinance 
was made by tae railway companies-— 
openly. Te all intents and purposes 
the companies are ready and anxious 
to sprinkle the streets, if it were not 
for the bicyclists and automobilists who 
clamor for a ary strip. The bicycle 
riders felt such a tremendous interest 
in the outcome that they hired an at- 
torney to represent them, and so did 
the automobilists. 

Oscar Lawler, Esq., for the bicycle 

riders, came into the Council chamber 
attached to 4 petition containing a few 
thousand names. The petition was 
printed, and asked that no action be 
taken to destroy the dry strip. Wal- 
ter Haas, former City Attorney, ap- 
peared for the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. He had as cre- 
dentials a petition from the association, 
asking that a dry strip be maintained, 
and he proudly called the attention of 
the Council to the fact that the sea! 
of the organization wes stamped in the 
corner. It was a case of-the name 
blown in the bottle. 
Apparentiy the owners of bicycles 
and automo>Diles are convinced that if 
the ordinance becomes law, the railway 
companies will take off ali their pas- 
senger cars and run sprinkling cars 
instead. One might think that a boat 
or at least hip boots would be needed 
to navigate tae city sireets once the 
street railways are given the privilege 
of sprinkling their rights of way. It 
wes touching to observe how fearful 
these citizens are that the street rali- 
way companies will sprinkle the streets: 
most thoroughly if allowed the privi- 
ege ‘ 


Attorney Lawler made a touching 
appeal for the bicyclists and Attorney 
aas spoke for the lowly automobi!- 
ists. But the Counci] was obdurate. 
McAleer declared that there was no 
intention to work a hardship on any- 
body. He said hardly 1 per cent. of 
the people in the city owned automo- 
diles,. and the other ninety and nine 
should not be expected to go down into 
thelr pockets to pay for street sprin- 
kling that should properly be done by 
the street-rallway companics. He ex- 
plained that the pavements would not 
be sprinkled at all, and that the grav- 
eled streets would be watered late at 
night. He said the finances of the city 
demanded the passagAof the ordinance, 
Mayor Snyder wil! ‘sign the ordi- 
nance. The Mayor has always stated 
that he will sign any purely legislative 
measure that the Council may pass. 


TO SELL FRANCHISE. | 

ELEVENTH STREET ROUTE. 

The Council adopted a notice of sale 
for a street car franchise on Eleventh 
Street from Main to Hoover street at 
the session yesterday. The term of 
the franchise wes fixed at thirty-three 
years, the life of the Main street fran- 
chise with which it connects. The 
route is one and three-fifths miles 
in length. A bond of $15,000 was re- 
quired. Bide will be received Decem- 
ber 7 next. 
Over the length of the franchise there 
was quite a debate. McAleer stood out 
for a twenty-year term. He said the 
franchise would not sell for anything 
under present conditions, and that he 
thought the concession should revert 
to the city at the end of twenty years 
at any rate. This speech touched 
Councilman Nofsiger, who: made a gin- 
gery .reply.

I care 
nothing for a little temporary  ap- 
plause. Why should anyone strive to 
gratify some chronic howler or to at- 
tract little attention to himself, 
believe the company should not get 
the franchise for a nominal sum. The 
company should pay for it. They won't 
buy a twenty-year franchise. I don't 
see why it is necessary to Jump on ev- 
ery enterprise.as soon as it gets here.”

He fell in such a position that his legs 
were across the track, and the fender 
of the car failed to catch them up. The 
wheels of the front trucks passed over 
both his legs, and when the car wa 
stopped the Injured man was lying 
the street about the center of the car 
with the mangled remnents of his legs 
“till upon the track. He was taken to 
the Reveiving Hospital.
